Harmon is wealthy in his own 
right.

Captain H. E Honeywell has made 
165 balloon trips, more than any other 
entrant. 
His most noted flight was 
from Chicago on July 4, 1908, when 
he crossed Like Michigan, Lake Hu­ 
ron, Lake Oulario and Lake Cham­ 
plain before alighting. 
In an attem pt 
to win the Lahm cup# on May 19, 1910, 
Captain Honeywell became becplmed 
while hovering over Lake Michigan. 
After several hours his 
craft 
was 
finally carried up and across to the 
Michigan side, where he made a safe 
landing. 
He manufactured the bal­ 
loon Kansas City, which he is sailing 
in this race. 
One of the most perilous balloon 
flights ever made in this country was 
that of William F. Assman*from San 
Antonio, Texas, to’ Gower, Mo., last 
February 24, in an attem pt to win 
the Lahm cup. 
A few hours after he 
ascended his balloon, the Miss Sofia, 
was caught up in a snow cloud. 
At 
one time the bag reached an altitude 
of 16,000 feet. 
Assman was in the

The efforts of John M. Berry, pilot 
of the Million Population Club bal­ 
loon, have be^o centered, in the main, 
upon perfecting a steering appara­ 
tus for a dirigible balloon.

An investi­ 
gation by the bureau of labor of the 
prices 
of 
257 
commodities during 
1910 shows that wholesale prices then 
were 4 per cent higher than in 1909 
and 1.6 per cent above the average 
of 1907, which was the year of high­ 
est price since 1890. 
In view of th^ Canadian reciprocity 
discussion, an interesting item in the 
bureau report shows that the whole­ 
sale prices of farm products was 7.5 
pér cent higher in 1910 than in 1909. 
Wholesale prices in 1910 were 19.1 
per cent higher than in 1900; 46.7 per 
cent higher than in 1897 (which was 
the year of lowest prices between 
1890 and 1910), 16.6 per cent ¿igher 
than in 1890 and 31.6 per cent higher 
than the average high prices between 
1890 and 1899. 
The highest prices in this decade 
were reached ip. October, 1907, when 
a general decline began, which con­ 
tinued until August. 1908. 
A rise 
then set in and there were monthly 
increases without 
a 
break 
up 
to 
March, 1910, when wholesale prices 
reached thp highest point in twenty 
years. 
They were then 21.1 per cent high­ 
er than the average of 1900 ; 49.2 per 
cent higher than the yearly average 
Of 1897, and 33.8 per cent higher than 
the average price of ten years be­ 
tween 1890 and 1899. 
Then followed á slight decline, and 


from June te December, 1910, prices 
remained nearly level, and at the 
close of 1910 they were still 30 per 
cent higher than the ten-year aver­ 
age between 1890 and 1900, and * 45.4 
per cent higher than the record set 
by the year 1897. 
Of thb 257 com­ 
modities considered in the investiga­ 
tion, 148 showed ‘an average increase, 
26 showed no change and S3 showed 
decreases. 
Prices of lumber and building ma­ 
terials increased 10.7 per cent; farm 
products, 7.a; drugs, 1.4; foodstuffs, 
3.2; clothing, 2.7, aud the rmsceHa- 
neous group of commodities 5.7 per 
cent. 
House furnishings decreased 
1-10 of 1 per cent, and fuel and light 
3 per cent. 
Some extraordinary variations were 
reported 
during 
1910. Potatoes in­ 
creased 300 per cent; eggs 90 uer 
cent; coffee, 60 per cent, and mess 
beef, 35 per cent.
